The vote came after a bitter de­ 
bate in which Secretary of State 
Jam es F. Byrnes reiterated that

MANY people can scarcely re­ 
member the days when tubercu­ 
losis was known and feared as 
“The Great White Plague.” It 
might be well if they could, for wa 
should never lose sight of the fact 
that this once most-dreaded of all 
diseases remains a killer still. 
It is true that we have been 
able to reduce the number of its 
victims very materially during 
the past 40 years. We have learned 
how to take better care of those 
who are not spared. 
Deaths in IBIB 
And yet, despite all this, in the 
last year of peace, 1940, well over 
50,000 people in the United States 
died of tuberculosis. And now, as 
always in the wake of war, tuber­ 
culosis is on the march again. 
The greatest safeguard the peo­ 
ple as a whole can have against it 
lies in early diagnoaia of those 
cases which do occur. It is here 
also that those who are afflicted 
And their best hope. 
The earlier the condition is diag­ 
nosed and treated, the better is the 
chance that it can be checked or 
arrested. Early discovery means 
that lest damage has been done, 
henee, less time is required fbr 
healing. Thus, a shorter period of 
hospitalization is required and 
arrest of the disease is brought 
about at a lower cost. 
Pablie Protection 
Early diagnosis also means bet­ 
ter protection for the public. The 
patient’s family and friends can 
be kept out of contact and the 
spread of tuberculosis from person 
to person lessened. 
Dr*. Isidore D. Bobrowitx and 
Ralph E. Dwork of New York have 
made a study of 200 patients to 
determine the factors that aid the 
physician in making an early di­ 


agnosis of tuberculosis. Of the 
200 only 37 were without some 
symptoms in the early stages of 
the disease. 
The symptom most commonly 
present was cough. Others in­ 
cluded ex p ecto ratio n , loss of 
weight, pain in the chest, weak­ 
ness, fever and night sweats. In a 
few cases there were hoarseness, 
pain in the back, headache and 
sleeplessness. 
Often, the patient is not con­ 
scious of his symptoms or ascribes 
them to some condition other than 
tuberculosis. For example, the pa­ 
tient often think* that the cough 
is due to smoking, and that fatigue 
and loss of weight arc the result 
of overwork or not eating enough 
of the right foods. 
But, of course, whenever such 
symptoms are present, a careful 
study by the physician should be 
made. The study should include 
X-rays of the chest. 
X-Ray Examination 
In over 99 per cent of the cases 
these physicians believe X-rsy ex­ 
amination of the chest will make it 
possible to diagnose tuberculosis 
when it is present In fact they 
insist that no patient should be 
told that tuberculosis is absent un­ 
less sn X-ray of the chest has been 
taken. 
Tuberculosis was once the great 
mass killer, pouncing so often and 
so fatally that it was known as 
the “captain of the men of death.” 
It could become so again but it is 
equally true that vigilance can do 
much, if not to banish it alto­ 
gether, at least to make it rela­ 
tively harmless. 
If tuberculosis can be discovered 
by simple X-rsy of the chest, then 
it goes without saying that when­ 
ever it is even remotely suspected, 
that X-ray should be made, and 
made promptly.

In Capernaum Jesus and His 
disciples went straight to the 
synagogue and Jesus taught with 
such authority that the towns­ 
people were amazed A man was 
there In the temple who was pos­ 
sessed of an unclean spirit, which 
Jesus cast out Immediately after 
this miracle—also performed on 
th e s a b b a t h—His name was 
• spread abroad throughout all the 
region around Galilee ” 
Jesus Heals a Woman 
Jesus, however, went to the 
home of Simon and Andrew with 
James and John. And there they 
found Si mon’a wife’* mother was 
sick with a fever. Jesus was told, 
and “He came and took her by the 
hand, and lifted her up. and imme­ 
diately the fever left her. and ah# 
ministered unto them.” 
Then, at the even time, the peo­ 
ple brought all their sick and 
maimed to Him. and He healed 
them. 
Now' it cam* to pass that also 
on the sabbath. Jesus and His 
friends were walking through a 
com field. That is what the ac­ 
count says, but of course it was 
not com as we know it. That was 
not discovered until white men 
came to North America But it 
was grain of some kind As the 
men walked 
and talked 
they 
plucked some of the kernels and 
ate them. 
“And the Pharisees Mid unto 
Him. why do they on th# sabbath 
day that which is not law'ful?” 
They probably were pleased to 
find out what to them woe a 
breaking of the law 
Jesus reminded them of the 
time when David and his men 
were hungry and how they went 
into the house of God and did Mt 
the shew’bread which it was lawful 
only for the priests to eat. The 
high priest evidently thought It 
was more important to save the 
men from starvation than to keep 
the letter—not the spirit—of the 
law. 
And He said unto them. The 
Mbbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Mbbath. 
Therefore the Son of Man is 
Lord also of the Mbbath.”

War veterans were urged Sat­ 
urday to exercise caution in the 
purchase of home or 
home-sites 
and in buying businesses. 
The 
warning was voiced by 
James Shes. Pickaway county vet­ 
erans' sendee officer. He declared 
that unless ex-GI’s take steps to 
protect themselves they may be­ 
come the dupes of unscrupulous 
business traders or high pressure 
and non-ethical real estate 
man­ 
ipulators. Or they may even be­ 
come victims of out and out swind­ 
lers. 
Shes said that if veterans con­ 
sidering investments in 
business 
or planning to purchase real estate 
will call on him at the veterans' 
service office in the basement of 
the Courthouse in -Circleville 
he 
will gladly explain the operation of 
the GI Loan law and its provisions 
and will also advise them relative 
to the wisdom and practicability 
of home or lot purchases or busi­ 
ness investments. 
A lot of veterans, Shes said, are 
menaced by the danger of ill-con­ 
sidered buying of lots or 
land. 
Prices of homes and building lots 
have risen excessively during the 
past five years, Shea pointed out, 
and particularly ainee September, 
1945 there has been an especially 
sharp increase in prices of build­ 
ing lots and undeveloped land. The 
national average increase has been 
at the rate of 60 per cent a year. 
"Such a rate of increase is a 
danger signal which should be 
heeded by anyone-—including GI s 
—thinking of buying a lot in any 
subdivision still in the blueprint 
stage". Shea said. "Land specula­ 
tion is a threat to the Veterans', 
Emergency Housing Program.” 
He explained that the 
Federal 
Housing Administration is author­ 
ized by the Veterans’ Emergency 
Housing Act to insure new home 
financing for veterans under Title 
VI of the National Housing Act on 
the basis of 90 per cent of the 
“necessary 
current 
cost". 
The 
FHA does not accept purely specu­ 
lative land values, nor does it in­ 
sure the financing of 
homes on 
tracts of land which are not care­ 
fully planned for community de­ 
velopment and which are not ade­ 
quately provided with utilities and I 
facilities necessary for a livable 
community. 
Before FHA makes 
any commitments to insure 
a 
mortgage on a new home Shea 
said. the community as well as the 
house must 
meet certain 
stan­ 
dards. 
Shea said that any veteran con­ 
sidering the buying 
of a 
lot should 
ask himself: 
Are the site 
and 
topography adequate for the 
de­ 
velopment? 
Does the plot take 
full advantage of the opportunities 
It offers ? Is the lot accessible to 
schools, churches, business a n d 
amusement centers, and places of 
employment? Are the streets, sew­ 
erage, water system, 
and other 
utilities adequate? If not actually 
installed, what assurance is there 
they will be? What provision is 
there for maintenance of 
public 
utilities and from protecting the 
neighborhood from deterioration? 
Is the division planned as an inte­ 
gral part of the 
general 
com­ 
munity? Is there a need and de­ 
mand for homes of that particular 
type in that particular locality? 
"These are among the 
many 
questions FHA asks before it ap­ 
proves 
FHA-insured 
financing", J 
Shea pointed out, "and FHA in­ 
sists 
on 
complete 
answers.

cent and to reduce the debt, plus

yearly taxes, fire insurance, etc. 
Depending of course upon 
total 
taxes, about $35 a month will gen­ 
erally meet the total required pay­ 
ment on a $4 OOO loan. 
He said that a veteran cannot 
obtain the government guarantee 
if his salary or wages, plus other 
income, is not sufficient to meet 
the required 
monthly payments 
The property the veteran proposes 
to buy must be valued or appraised 
by an independent qualified aprai- 
aer approved by the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration. 
Declaring that C fs should get 
“all the facts" before starting a

Shes said that a veteran contem- j 
plating such a venture should pon­ 
der well the chances for success 
in any new business that is plan­ 
ned and should examine all of the 
aspects of a business he proposes 
to purchase.

eran is qualified by training, ex­ 
perience. and managerial ability to 
conduct a certain type of business.
